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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I in the reply filed on 1/1 1/07 is 
acknowledged. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the 
invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102

patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Asai et al (US 
6,828,510). 

Re claims 1-4: Asai discloses preparing an insulating substrate (14 and 20); a layer of 
metal foil (24); a plating layer (28); polishing to adjust a thickness of the plating layer (col. 20, 
lines 40-44); forming lines (26 are removed to form lines 24 and 32 in Fig. 2C); 40 is a dielectric 
layer; 42 is an opening; 44 is plating 

Re claims 5-13: Asai discloses preparing an insulating substrate (14 and 20); a layer of 
metal foil (24); an opening in the insulating substrate (22); a plating layer (28); polishing to 
adjust a thickness of the plating layer (col. 20, lines 40-44); forming lines (26 are removed to 
form lines 24 and 32 in Fig. 2C); 40 is a dielectric layer; 42 is an opening; 44 is plating; first 
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resist 26 is removed in Fig. 2C; 46 is a second resist; Fig. 4B shows 46 is removed and 54 and 44 
and 48 and 44 are etched; 40 is another dielectric in Fig. 4A; Fig. 4B shows forming an opening 
in the plating layer between 54 and 52; performing plating on the opening (Fig. 5B shows bottom 
64 and 64 are between 54 and 52 that are on the left side since there are a plurality of what is 
shown in Fig. 5B); col. 23, line 49 discloses belt sander.
